It is ſufficient, ſaith S. Peter, that 
we haue ſpent the time paſt of our life af- 
ter the luſts of the Genkiles, walking in 
Mantonnes, Uuſto, Dꝛunkenneſſe, Glut⸗ 
fonte, Dꝛinkings: and all abhominable J- 
dolatries. Therefoze,it is fimenowto re⸗ 
pent;' Dh that men would loke backe to 
themlelues, as they were foztie , thirtie, 
kwentte,o2 ten yeres agoe. Oh that they 
would call to minde, their open and ſecret 
iin and me thinketh it ſhould make their 
hart blerde within their belly, to thinke vp⸗ 
on them. Oh that they would conſider how 
much time they haue miſpent, and howe 
mauie god things they haue negleaed, and 
alkogither omitted. 
- Fiftly, the ſhoztieſſe of our life, calleth 


quickely, and we nüt away, laiththe 
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of Repentance. 
thought. Therefozc he addeth'; Teach bs 
to number our daies, that we may apply 
our harts vnto wiſedome. Our life foz the 
ſhoꝛtneſſe, and inconſtancie of it in the 
Scriptures, is compared to graſſe, to a vas 
poꝛ, to (moke, to a Meauers ſhuttle which 
glideth away (wiftly , Caen ſo the daies ol 
man paſſe away , no man knoweth howe, 
Man is of a ſhozt continuance, ſaieth Iob, 
and full of trouble. Experience teacheth , 
that to day a man, to mozrowe none. Hence 
away we muſt all, here is no abiding place 
foz vs, how ſone we know not. Therefoze 
let vs repent. 

Sirtly,the ſmall number of thoſe which 
ſhall be ſaued ought to thzuſt-vs fozwardto 
repentance. Striue to enter in at the nar⸗ 
rowe gate :Foz many Jap; ynfo you will 
ſeke to enter in, and ſhallnot be able, ſaith 
Chꝛiſt, Luk. 13. 24. And in another place he 
laith, the gate is ſtraight, and the way nar⸗ 
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row that leadeth vnto life, and fewe there |

very terrible tothe fleſh, and the remem⸗ 
bzance of it very bitter to a man that is ſou⸗ 
ſed and ſoked in the pleaſures of this woꝛld. 
I dattereth no man, itregardeth no per- 
fons, it weigheth not friendſhip, it careth 
not fo2 re wardes, it is very 
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of Repentance. 
their place was no more found. And I ſau 

the dead, both great and ſmall ſtand bes 
fore God: and the booles were opened, 
and another booke was opened, vhich is 
the booke of life, & the dead were judged 
of thoſe things, which were written in 
the bookes according to their woorks. 
And the Sea gaue "p hir dead, which 
were in hit, and Death and Hel deliuered 
vp the dead v hich were in them: & they 
were iudged euerie man, according to his 
woorks.' Jn theſe plates we ſee, both the 
fuddenneſle, the fearfulneſſe, and gloꝛie of 
Chꝛiſts comming. - Foz he ſhall not come 
pozely, and contemptuouſip, as in the firit 


viſitation, but he ſhal come very Pꝛintelp, 
ropally, and triumphantly to the great ter⸗ 
rour ot all his enimies, when a conſuming 
fire hall goe befoze him, NY 
thouſands of Angels waite 
what time the kings of the earth, andthe 
great men, and the rich men, and the chieft

vs from the pꝛeſente of him, that ſitteth on 
the thzone,+ from the wzath ol the Lambe, 
fo: the great day of his w2ath is come, and 
whocanftand ? Apoc.6. Therefoze let vs 
repent, - 

The laſt thing is hell toꝛments, than the 
which nothing is moꝛe intollerable. Ther⸗ 
fo:e ſaith Chziff. Marke 9. If thine hand 
cauſe thee to offend, cut it off. It is better 
for thee to enter into life maimed, than 
hauing two hands, to goe into hell, into 
the fire that neuer ſhall bee quenched. 
Where the worme dieth not, and the fire 
neuer goeth out. The Scripture ſpeaketh 
terrible to our ſenſes;toncerning theeſtate 
of the damned perſons, calling if hell fire, 

damnation, the lake that burneth with fire 

and bꝛimſtone foꝛ euer. Jn the thirty chaps 
ter of the p2opheſie of Eſay, it is called 
Topheth, and it is euen pꝛepared of old, it 
is euen pꝛepared loꝛ the king: he hath made 
it derpe and large, the burning thereof is 
fire and much wod, the bꝛeath of the Lozd 
like a riner of bzimſfone doth kindle it: 
Thele ſpeeches are terrible to aur ſenſes, JI 
and may marnellouſly amaze vs. But if J fic 
Had the tonge of an nnn 0 
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an hundzed Angels, vet were J not able to 
vtter them as ſome ſhal one day feele them. 
much lee were you able to cõceiue them. 
I all the toꝛtures and cruell toʒments that 
can be deuiſed by the wit of man, were eres 
cuted vpõ ſomp one, yet were it nothing to 
this. We poꝛe wꝛetches thinke there is no 
paine to a collicke, oꝛ acruell ague. But it 


all collickes, agues, and all other ſtrange 


diſeaſes could poſſibly light vpon one man, 
it were but a flea-biting to that which 
is to come, The paine is endleſe,caſeleſſe, 
| andremedileſſe, The dates ol their helliſh 
tozments ſhall neuer weare out,noz their 
pteres come to an end, the longer they con- 
tinue, theleſſe hope haue they, When as 
many yeres are expired, as there be men 
in the woꝛld, and ſarresin the heanens : 
when as many thouſand peeres are ended, 
as there be Stones and Sand by the Sea 
ſhoze: pet ſtill there be x.hundꝛed thouſand 
times ſo many moto come, Thoſe that wil 
not now be moned in hearing, ſhal then be 
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ſtans, luſtie bloudes, the baue lads of this 
wozld, and all other vnbeleuers, ſhall one 
day be appꝛehended, and arraigned befoze 
the Barre of Gods tribunall ſeate, where 
the maieſtie of God ſhal ſtand aboue them, 
with a naked ſwoꝛde of vengeance , and a 
ſcepter of iuſtice. The Diuell that old Sas 
thanas ſhall ſrend on the one ſide to accuſe 
them, and their 9wne conſcience of the o⸗ 
ther ſide to condemne them, and the gal⸗ 
ping culfe of hell vnderneath them readie 
to ſwallow them vp fo2 cuermoze. Then 


; (hall the dꝛeadfull ſentence of eternall woe 


and damnation pꝛocæde againſt them.Goe 


pecurſcd into hel fire, cc. There they ſhall 
dzinke as a tuft recompence of their iniqui⸗ 


tie, the bitter cup of Gods eternall wꝛath 


and indignation, in the kingdome of dark⸗ 
nes, and in the fearefull pꝛeſente of ſathan, 
and all the curſed enimies of Gods grace, 
where the dolefull dꝛumme of Gods anger 
ſhal euer ſound thꝛough their eares, where 


ſhall be werping and gnathing- of terth, 


where ſhall be confuſion, woe, andendleſſe 
lamentation. Their gripes ſhall be great, 
their grones ſo depe,and their garboiles ſo 
vatolterable,that they ſhallgrin — 
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in their infernall convulſions, 4 with how⸗ 
ling and yelling crie out: wo, and alas that 
euer J was boꝛne: Oh that J had neuer 
been bozne,02 that my mother had bozn-me 
a toad, Foz then my condition ſhould haue 
ben better than it is. Curſed was the time 
J was begot in, the houre.J was conteiued 
in, and the day that Iſl 175 my ＋ 
paps. Curſed J was ies,curſed J an 
t curſcd J ſhall be fo; —.— E 
is pow great is my toꝛment, whoſe hart Noth 
not melt, whole eares doe not glow, whole 
haires doth not ſtand vpõ his to hears 
theſe OG. There ſoꝛe dearg beethzen let 
vs repent, It the mercy of Sad cannat als 
lure vs, let his indgements ſcarre vs, Jfhis 
iudgements can not ſcarre vs, let bi wozd 
moue bs. Jfhis wozd cannot moue vs, let 
dur ſinnes amaze vs. It our ſinnes cannot

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my bꝛethꝛen, if none of all theſe can pꝛe⸗ 
uaile, i we will not foz all this repent, but 
be obſtinate, then we ſhall all periſh, and be 
damned accoꝛding to Chꝛiſts wozds, Now 
let vs pꝛoceede to ſpeake of thole thinges 
which let and hinder vs from repentance, 
which in derde although they be in number 
infinite, yet at this time will lay foꝛth ſe⸗ 
gen ſpeciall lets, and hinderances, vnto re⸗ 


pentance. 

The lirſt is vnbeleefe,that is, when men 
will not bel&ne thoſe things that are ſpo⸗ 
ken and p2oued vnto them out of the woꝛd 
of God, This is it that vomiteth vp all god 
things, and poiloneth the very infrals of a 
man, andkepeth all god gracesfrom vs. 
As appereth Matth. x 3. 58. Hee did not 
many great workes there, for their vnbe- 
liefes ſake. And in the 4. to the Hebꝛewes 
if is ſaid. Vnto vs was the Goſpell prea- 
ched, as alſo vato them, but the worde 
chat they heard, profited not them, bi- 
_ — the greg in 
t it. 0 we may 
ſ,althongh eee 
we bzing not faith with vs, we ſhall neuer 
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vp dur harts fo; Satan, and refuſeth all the 
wholeſome doctrine of ſaluation, and doth 
ſoharden them in the waies of ſinne , that 
inthe end they become paſt f&ling,andcan 
not be touched one whit: either with the 
02 mercies of God: but count 
the one as blaſts of wind, and make the o⸗ 
ther a touert foz their filthines . You ſhall 
note ſome men, who when they hane heard

their ſins ſfraightly ripped vp by the woꝛd 


of God, and their iuſt damnation pꝛoued by 
the ſame, without ſpeedy t earneſt repen- 
tance, will bꝛeake out info theſe woꝛds of 
vnbeicefe.Jfit be as he ſaith, God helpe vs, 
A hope it is not ſo, J truſt J ſhall do well e⸗ 
nouch foꝛ all this, as long as J haue a god 
faith in God, and doe no bodie no harme. 
Shall J leaue my pleaſures and my pzofits 
foz their ſayings ? What 2 Do they thinke 
none ſhall be ſaued, but ſuch as reade the 
Scriptures , and heare ſermons : God foz- 
bid but thoſe which doe not go fo heare ſer- 
mons,ſhould be ſaued as wel as they:UWhy 
may not one ſerue God as well at home in 


his houſe, hauing god bokes, and gad

Alas, theſe

mee ſfand to mach in their own light, and 
bew2aye what folly and ignozance is in 
them. Foz do they think to be ſaued by any 
other meanes then God hath appointed: oz 
when God hath auouched any thing in his 
wozd, will they ercept againſt it, & ſo make 
God a lier 2 when God hath once ſet done 
a thing, p2oued it to their faces, will they 
ret replie? When God/hath tolde vs that 
the pzeaching ofthe wozd is the oꝛdinarie 
meanes of our ſaluation, ſhall we hope to 
be ſaved, although we confemne it, t neuer 
oz very ſeldome heare it: Is not this plaine 
infidelitie and vnbeltefe, that when Cod 
ſaith one thing we will lay another: when * 
God ſaith yea, we. will ſay,no, J hope not 
ſo. Pes ſurely that is it that ſtoppeth the 
way vnto Gods grates, and barreth vs out 
from repentance, | 
The ſecond let is this -p2eſumption of 
gods mercy, foz if men be ſharply rep2oued 
fo2 their ſinnes, and exhozted vnto repen⸗ 
tante, by and by they take conert, ſaying: 
God is mertifull, God is mercifull; as 
though God werr made all of mercy; and 
that there were noiuſtice in him at all:and 
thus the wicked make Gods merry an ocs 
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taſion to inne, which thing the P2ophete 
— in the firſt of his pꝛopheſte doth 
zoue, the Lo2d(ſaith he) is flow 
— — ut he is great in power, and wil 
not ſurely cleere the wicked, But bicauſe 
J haue ſpoken afoze of this pꝛeluming and 
miſapplying of Gods mercy, J will heere 
paſſe if oyer, willing pou to note it as one 
ſpeciall let vnto repentante. 

The third hinder ante is the example of 
the multitude, foꝛ that doth harden and im- 
bolden men vnto ſin. As when many birds 
flicker and flocke togither, they fall vppon 
the Net without any feare: but one 02 two 
alone will be afraide,Cuen ſo the examples 
of many, and many ſinne companions dos 


imbolden men to runne thꝛough the ſnares fx 


of ſathan without any m 


it is ſaide in Exodus 2 * nn: 


follow a multitude to = euill. This 
is the thing that hindꝛeth agreat number 
from god: fo2 they neuer lane bp vnto God 
oz to his woꝛd, but fare vpon the common 
doings of moſt men, and examples of ths 
wozld, thinking if they do as the moſt men 
doe, as their fozefathers haue done befoze 


them, theyre corke lor an of on en we | 
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ground. And heereupon arileth their diuel⸗ 
lich pꝛonerbe: Do as molt men do, and the 
feweſt will ſpeake of you : but they haue 
fozcotten . Paules rule, Rom.12.Faſhion 
not your ſelues like vnto this worlde. 
Theſe fellowes y ſtand vpon 5 multitude, 
will reaſon thus: We ſee none of the great 
ones of the woꝛld, none ot the noble, none 
of the rich, none of the wiſe and pzudent, 
receiue this doctrine, but only a few ſhack- 
rags and beggerlp raſcals, and therefoze it 
is a token that it is nothing woꝛth, and 
that it is doubtfull, and not foz vs to med⸗ 
die withall. Lo what thoughts may criepe 
in our heades, and how lily Sathan may 
trumpe in our way, and blindfold vs, and 
leade vs away in the darke, by doting vs 
with the e of the multitude. There⸗ 
foze let vs bede of thoſe pitfalles, 
which Sathan laieth in our way, and not 
be carried away with theſe thoughts and 
reaſons, The wicked beare — — in 
hand that they ſhall winne the game, and 
— rh goo their ſide,and there 
is nothing but crowing long befoze it be 
day, and great friumphing amongeſt them 
befoze any ſtroke be ſtriken , „ 
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rinſe we bo bu a handfullot people; FEB 
a great multitude, and that in a maner the 
whole wozld agreth with them to p2actiſe 
our death. Thus the denill doth caſt a miſt 
befoze their eies, and cloſely leade them a- 
way from Repentance. Lherefoze deare 
b:ethzen , let vs ſtand faſt in the wozde of 
the Loꝛd, and not be carted away,oz bowed 
quite downe with this raging ſtreame of 


the multitude + but let vs know it to be one 


ſpeciall engine of Sathan, whereby he dꝛi⸗ 
ueth vs from repentance. 

The fourth let vnto repentance, is long 
cuſfome ot ſinne. Foz that taketh away all 
ſenſe and feeling of ſinne, and maketh it as 
if were another nature vnto vs: ſo that we 
may as wel alter nature, as ſhake it of wh 
it is once thus ſoldꝛed vnto vs thꝛough long 
cuſtome. Therefoze it is ſaid: Iere. 13.23. 
Can the black Moore change his skinne? 
or the Leopard hir ſpotsꝰ then may ye al- 
ſo do eds that are accuſtomed to doe e- 
ul. ere the pꝛophet affirmeth, that it is as 
hard to ture an olde diſeaſe that is bꝛed in 
the bones, and to remedie a ſinne that hath 
bene hatched and bzought vp with vs, as 
to waſh a blacke Poze white, oz to ”- 
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* 2 the ſpots of a Leopard, which cannot be 


without deſtroping of nature. And ſurely 
try it who wil, he ſhal find it as hard a mat⸗ 


ter to leaue an old cuſtome, Whether it be of 


of euil companꝝ, oꝛ of any other ſinne, as to 
waſh an Ethiopian. Therſoꝛe it is w2itte, 
Prou. 17. Though thou ſhouldeſt braie a 
foole in a morter, among wheate braied 
vitha peſtell: yet wil not his fooliſnneſſe 
depart from him. So that as long as we 
are in tuſtome with ſinne, the doe ol Re- 
is barred vp againſt vs. 
The fift hinderance, is long eſcaping of 
puniſhment , fo the wicked thereby are 
ſfarkened in ſin , 4 dzinen off from repen⸗ 
tance, euen as an old theefe that hath ſtolne 
along time, and eſcapeth both pꝛiſon and 
gallowes , is animated moze boldly to pꝛo⸗ 
code in his wickedneſſe, thinking he ſhall 
ſo al waies eſtape. So many filthy and loſe 
liners ——— in their abbominations

and ſigneofhis wꝛath upon them, therfoze 
, eee Where 


ſwearing,ofgaming,of lying, 02 whozing, 


of Repenrance. 

as contrariwiſe, if God ſhould by and by 
ſtrike them down as aſſone as they had ſins 
ned, by thundꝛing vpon one, and lightning 
vpon another, and raining fire and bꝛim⸗ 
ſtone vpon the thirde, it would make them 
afraide, Hereupon it is (aide in Pet. 2.3.4. 


This firſt vnderſtand, that there ſhal come 


in the laſt daies mockers which wil walke 
after their luſts, and ſay, where is the pꝛo⸗ 
miſeof his comming? Foz ſince the fathers 
died, all things continue alike from the bes 
ginning of the creation. But let theſe men 
well know that when God hath delaied a 
long time, and pꝛolonged the terme of the 
wicked, at length he will ſhew that al⸗ 
though he waited foz their repentance, pet 
he foꝛgate not their miſd&ds, but regiſtred 
them befoze him, and packed them vp vpon 
a great heape, toencreaſe the terrour of his 
wꝛath. 

The firt hinderance , is the beholding 
of other mens endes, Foz when ſome men 
that haue liued a d, and an vngrati⸗ 
ous life, and haue bene notoꝛious ſinners 
euen to the woꝛld-· ward, ſo that every man 
could point at them:pet if vpon their death- 
bed can. ſaie a fewe god wozdes

and cry God merey, and ſay their pꝛaiers, 
and fo2give all the woꝛld, and ſo die quiet⸗ 
Ip, it ts maruailous fo heare, how fo» 
liſh people of the woꝛld, will eralt them, 
and iuſtiſie them, ſaieng: He made a very 
god end as any man could make, he died 
as quiet as a Lambe, and ſet all things in 
god oꝛder befoze he died. Herrupon ano⸗ 
ther wicked 4 monſtrous varlet is encou⸗ 
raged to ſinne. Fo2 thinketh he, ſuch a man 
liued as loſely as J, 02 any man elſe, and 
pet he made a bery god end, and why may 
not 4 do ſo to, but alas theſe mens eyes are 
bleared. Fo2 to die quietlp.is not to die god⸗ 
Iv, to ery God mercy foꝛ faſhion, is not to 
haue God mertifull, to ſay a few pꝛaiers 
from teeth outward, is not to die in the 
faith of Chꝛiſt, foz many doe all this, and 
pet dic miſerably, . 

The laſt let, is hope of long life,fo2 while 
men f&d,andbeſot themſelues in this hope 
they wax dzunken in ſinne. and deferre the 
_ dayofrepentace.Asf man in the ru. 

e Luke, dꝛeaming ot his long life, caſt of all 
r the other life, and — 
©”, god things,and ſai within himtelf ende 
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pteres, liue at eaſe, eate, dꝛink, and take thy 


foꝛe hand, ſtand in awe of G D, exainint 


we may then, J ſaß ther A 5 
. ting peace 5 reſt, that when Jeſus Chit. -

paſtime.” Thus the bleare eyed men ofthe 
wozld choke vp Repentance, and quite 
ſ\mother it, by doting themſelues with 
hope of long life. There foꝛe my deare bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen, beſech vou by the mercies of Cod ay 
inthe bowels of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, that none 
of all theſe common lettes may ſtate pon 

from ſpredie and vnfaigned Repentance : 
But that you may ouerſlide them all, leaſt 
vnhappilie you being found without Re⸗ 
pentance, and taken tardie in pour ſinnes, 
ſhould all periſh and be damned, accoz- 
ding to Chꝛiſtes ſentence. Mherefoꝛe in 
concluſion, let vs with godly Ezechias be 
afraide of Gods thꝛeatnings, ſozrow- as 


our conſcience, mourne fo2 our ſinnes, and 
lament inwardly, that when the iy
